‘The Shahpoora Sirdars were introduced by the Under Secretary, and each 
presented the usual Nuzzur and received the customary Khillut. 


Uttur and Pawn were given to the Rasa by the Foreign Secretary, and 
to the attendant Sirdars by the Under Secretary. 


On the arrival and departure of the Rasa, a Guard of Honor at the 
entrance of the Residency presented arms as the Raga passed. 


PUBLIC DURBAR. : 

On Saturday, the 22nd of October, at 9 o’clock, His Exceniency THE 
Vicrnoy AND Governor GeNeran or Inpra received in Public Durbar the 
Princes and Nobles and Native Gentlemen assembled at Ajmere. 

Tho Civil and Military Officers of Government assembled at Ajmere were 
also present. 

fhe Mananana of Oodeypoor was attended by nine of his principal Sirdars, 
the Mananagsa of Jodhpoor by nine, and the other independent Chiefs of 
Rejpootana by six each, ‘Lhe Rasa of Shahpoora was accompanied by two of 
his Sirdars. 

At 7-30 a.m. the Rasa of Shahpoora arrived. 

At 7-40 a.m. the Mananas Rana of Jhallawar arrived. 

Thereafter, at intervals of 10 minutes, the other Chiefs arrived in the 
following order :— 

The Nawas of Tonk. 

The Mananasa of Kishenghur. 
The Mananao of Kotah. 

The Mananao Rava of Boondee. 
The Mananana of Oodeypoor. 

The Mawarana of Qodeypoor was met as he arrived at the door of the 
Durbar tent and conducted to his seat by the Agent to the Governor GENERAL, 
the Foreign Secretary, the Private Secretary to His Excrenuency, and two 
Aides-de-Camp. 

Hany other independent Chiefs were met at the door of the Durbar tent and 
conducted to their seats by the Under Secretary in the Foreign Department 
and two of the Vicrroy’s Aides-de-Camp. The Rasa of Shahpoora was met 
and conducted to his seat by an Assistant to the Governor GuNneRat’s Agent 
aud by an Aide-de-Camp of the Viceroy. : 
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The seats on the right of the Viceroy were in the following order

The attendant Sirdars of the various Chiefs were seated behind they 
respective lords. ‘The next to be provided with seats were the Ajmere 
Istumrardars, the Vakeels of absent Chiefs in attendance on the Agent to the 
Governor GENERAL, the Meer Moonshee of the Governor GENERAL’s Agency, 
and, after him/ various other Native Gentlemen. 


On theAeft of the Viceroy sat the Agent to the Governor Geyenar, 
the Privaté and Military Sceretaries, and the Political, Civil, and Military 
Officers present, according to their rank. 

When all were assembled, His Excetnency tar Viceroy anp Governor 
Gewprat entered the Durbar aceompanied by the Secretary and Under Seere. 
tary in the Foreign Department, the Private and Military Secretaries, and Is 
Excetsency’s Personal Staff. A Royal Salute was fired, the troops presented 
arms, and the band played “ God save the Queen.” As the Viceroy entered, 
every person present stood up and continued standing until His Excrniency 
had Ae his seat on the throne.

‘When the introductions were over, the Vicrroy AnD Governor GENERAL 
delivered the following address :— 


“TI am much gratified by your presence here to-day. It is good to sce 
assembled around the Viceroy or Inp1a the, heads of so many of the most 
ancient houses of Rajpootana. It is long since a Governor Genera has met 
you in Durbar within the walls of this old city; and since the Government of 

ndia has been placed directly under our Sovereign, no Viceroy has been 
able to come to Ajmere. But your welfare and that of your people have 
nevertheless ever been objects of the deepest interest to the British Govern- 
ment. Her Majesty the Queen regards with the utmost solicitude the well- 
being of all the inhabitants of Hindustan, whether they be Chiefs or people, 
whether they are Her Majesty’s immediate subjects, or are ruled over by 
Native Princes. 

J, as the Representative of the Queen, have come here to tell you, 9S 
you have often been told before, that the desire of Her Majesty’s Government 
is to seeure to you, and to your successors, the full enjoymént of your ancient 
rights and the exercise of lawful customs, and to assist you in upholding 
the dignity and maintaining the authority which you and your fathers have 
for centuries exercised in this land. ‘ : 

“But in order to enable us fully to carry into effect this our fixed resolve, 
we must receive from you hearty ‘and cordial assistance. If we respect yout 
eas and privileges, you should also respect the rights and regard the pu 





leges of those who are placed beneath your care, If we support you in your 
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expect in return good government. We demand that everywhere 
power, eryw 

reat the length and breadth of Rajpootana justice and order should 
prevail; that every man’s property should be secure; that the traveller should 
come and go in safety ; that the cultivator should enjoy the fruits of his labor, 
and the trader the produce of his commerce ; that you should make roads and 


undertake the construction of those works of irrigation which will improve the 


condition of the people, and swell the revenue of your States; that you should 
encourage education and provide for the relief of the sick. 

«And now let me mention a project which I have much at heart. I 
desire much to invite your assistance to enable me to establish at Ajmere a 
School or College which should be devoted exclusively to the education of 
the sons of the Chiefs, Princes, and leading Thakoors of Rajpootana. It 
should be an institution suited to the position and rank of the boys for whose 
instruction it is intended, and such a system of teaching should be founded 
as would be best calculated to fit them for the important duties which in after- 
life they would be called upon to discharge. It would not be possible on this 
occasion to describe minutely the different features of such an institution, 
but I hope to communicate with you shortly on the subject, and I trust you 
will favour and support an attempt to give to the youth of Rajpootana instrue- 
tion suitable to their high birth and position. 

“Be assured that we ask you to do all this for no other object but your 
own benefit. If we wished you to remain weak, we should say, ‘ Be poor, and 
ignorant, and disorderly,’ It is because we wish you to be strong that we 
desire to see you rich, instructed, and well-governed. It is for such objects 
that the servants of the Queen rule in India; and Providence will ever sustain 
the rulers who govern for the people’s good. 

“Tam but here for a time; the able and ardent officers who surround me 
will, at no distant period, return to their English homes ; but the power which 
we represent will endure for ages. Hourly is this great Empire brought nearer 
and nearer to the throne of our Queen. The steam-vessel and the railroad 
enable England year by year to enfold India in a closer embrace. But the 
coils she seeks to entwine around her are no iron fetters, but the golden chains 
of affection and of peace. The hours of conquest are past; the age of 
improvement has begun. 

“Chiefs and Princes, advance in the right way, and secure to your 
children’s children and to future generations of your subjects the fayouring 
protection of a power who only seeks your good.” 

Uttur and Pawn were given by the Vicrroy himself to the Mananana of 
Oodeypoor, by the Foreign Secretary to the other independent Chiefs present, 
and by the Under Secretary to the Sirdars and Native Gentlemen, ; 

The Viceroy AND Governor GeneRat left the Durbar under a Royal Salute, 
accompanied by the Secretary and Under Secretary in the Foreign Department, 
the Private and Military Secretaries, and His Exceniency’s Personal Staff. 

The Chiefs were conducted to their elephants in the order of their rank, 
beginning with the Manarana of Oodeypoor downwards, by the Foreign and 
Under Secretaries and the Political Officers present. 


RETURN VISITS. 

At 3-50 p.m. on the 22nd of October His Excerrency tae VIcEROY AND 
Goveryor Genprat paid a return visit to the MAnanana of Oodeypoor, escorted 
by a squadron of the Central India Horse.

P.—The Viceroy and Governor General is pleased to direct that the following 
jetter, No. 60 A. P., dated the 29th October 1870, to the Officiating Agent to the Governor 
General for the States of Rajpootana, be published for general information :— 
“J am now directed by the Viceroy and Governor General to reply to your letter, 
7 No. 421 P., dated 25th October, submitting a statement oe aharaja of 
Jodhpore of his reasons for declining to attend the Durbar held by the Viveroy 
at Ajmere on the 22nd instant, 
. “The Maharaja bases his excuses upon the ‘perfect equality’ in all matters of 
é ceremony which has characterized the meetings of the Maharana of Oodeypore 
and — from ancient times. ‘In no respect,’ he says, ‘does one rank above 
the other. ‘ 
onesie claisa coannct: be admitted. ‘You state that the Grequent visite end iaRC RA 
course between the Maharana of Oodeypore and the Maharaja of Jodhporein 
which the latter alludes never, in fact, took place, the two Chiefs never having 
met since the introduction of the British power in 1818. The Maharana of 
Oodeypore, you observe, is allowed by every one, and by the Maharaja of © 
— Jodhpore himself, to be the ‘descendant of the oldest family in Rajpootana. 
He is the Patwee (seated on the guddee) of the Rajpoots, lineally. descended 
in the solar branch, and therefore no Rajpoot can claim equality with him. 
Independently of the antiquity of his family, he is still more respected through- 
out Rajpootana, because the house of Oodeypore never gave a daughter in 
marriage to the Mahomedan Emperors of Delhi; while Jodhpore lost charac- 
ter and position in the eyes of the Rajpoots by so doing, and made important 
concessions to Oodeypore to regain the privilege of marrying into the 
Oodeypore family. The usual mode of address adopted by Jodhpore towards 
Oodeypore, in which the horses and Rajpoots of Jodhpore are declared to be 
at the Maharana’s service, is one of inferiority. From the date of the British 
supremacy in India, the same superiority has been accorded to the house of 
Oodeypore. The Maharana receives a salute of 19 guns, whereas the Maharaja 
of Jodhpore receives only 17 guns; and in 1832, when Lord William Bentinek . 
visited Ajmere, it was officially decided and placed on record that ‘ His Highioa j 
the Maharana, being lineally descended from one of the greatest families in th 
country, his rank and dignity have been the highest among the Rajas of 
Hindostan, and will continue to be so.” 
4. “These facts and considerations were fully weighed when the official pens 
of the Durbar was prepared, in which the position of the Maharaja of Jodhpore 
was determined to be beneath that of the Eetharand of Oodeypore. They were 
each and all again discussed by the Viceroy at a personal interview with yourself, 
and the claims of Jodhpore to equality with Oodeypore were finally rejected. 


5. “The papers forwarded under cover of your letter show that the Maharaja had 
determined beforehand to absent himself from the Durbar in the event of a 
decision being given adverse to his claims. His Excellency the Viceroy, however, 
desires me to remark that under no circumstances can he permit any Chief to 
dictate the terms on which he is to attend Durbar. The Viceroy asserts, in the 
fullest and most unqualified manner, his right to determine the position which 
every Chief shall occupy at the Durbars and other State ceremonials held by 
the representative of ler Majesty the Queen. His Excellency is accordingly 
pleased to decide that in all Datars and State ceremonials the Maharana of 
Oodeypore shall take precedence of the Maharaja of Jodhpore. 

6. “Ht was the desire of His Excellency, while maintaining the digni 
and rank of the Maharana of Oodeypore, to make every practicable 

» concession to the high position of the ruler of the Jodhpore State, and to 
‘show all possible honour to the Maharaja, consistently with the precedence due 
to Doleronr. In the ceremonials of reception, therefore, certain privileges were 
conceded to him to which he was scarcely entitled ; the only distinction made 
between him and the Maharana being that the latter should take precedence in 
Durbar. To these arrangements the Maharaja. made no objection, for he ac- 
cepted his position on the left of the-Governor General’s Agent in the proces- 
sion on entering Ajmere, and the Maharana of Oodeypore took rank before 
him at the private visits. His conduct therefore, in absenting himself from the 
Durbar, was the more inexcusable. 


7. “The Maharaja is well aware that the course which he thought fit at the last 
moment to adopt, notwithstanding the remonstrances of the Political Agent, 
the advice of his private friends,-and the entreaties of his responsible advisers,

2. On the same principle, a Non-Commissioned Officer acting for a Warrant Officer on 
leave in India and drawing the pay and half staff of his substantive rank and appointment, 
in addition to a moiety of the Warrant Officer’s staff’ pay, will be treated in respect to quarters 
as 1 Non-Commissioned Officer, but when acting for a Warrant Officer on furlough in Europe 
ani drawing full regimental pay, in addition to half the aggregate receipts of the Warrant 
Officer, he will be provided with quarters as a Warrant Officer, and be liable to stoppages itt 
that grade on account of rent.
